1 . The reply filed on 10/26/02 consists of changes in the drawings, amendments to 
the specification, cancellation of claims 2, 11-12, 17-18, amendments to claims 1, 6, 7, 
9, 13-14, 15, 19, addition of claims 20-26 and remarks related to rejection of claims.
